Mrs. Emily Washburn Dean, chairman of 
the reform department of the Chicago Wom- 
an's club, yesterday gave out a letter she 
sent to Lieut. Gov. O'Hara on April 21. It 
follows: 

It is the general opinion of organizations 
and persons experienced in work with de- 
linquent girls that ‘the public questioning of 
these giris in regard to their downfall is 
dangerous and unfair to the girl both be- 
cause of its mental effect ahd because it 
exposes them to still further temptations. 

“ One’s natural conclusion is that the eom- 
mission considers that the knowledge of 
these girls’ stories is necessary to the ac- 
complishment of ita mission, but, may I 
ask, why is the public hearing of these giris 
necessary when hundreds of entirely simi- 
lar and absolutely authenticated stories are 
on file in the Juvenile court. 

“ Agein, may I ask, why is it necessary, 
when the girl is testifying, that the ques- 
tions addres to her as well as the repeti- 
tion of her answers should be put in so loud 
a tome of voice: that ail ie easily heard not 
only by the official stenographers but by 
the. newspaper men and the curious public 
presem, as has been the case when I have 
attended the hearings of the commission? 

In the Juvenile court. though the girty’ 
cases ibe ‘heard in a small room, where all 
the court officers are women and visitors 
are not eneouraged, the proceedings are 
conducted So quietly that they are with dim- 
culty heard by any save the court officials. 

“ We beg the serious consideration of this 
our earnest protest in behalf of these un- 
fortunate and pathetic giris."’

Leavenworth, Kas., May 8.—Twenty-five 
murders committed in the last three years 
in Missouri, Kansas, Colorado, lowe, and 


Tilinois by means of blows from an ax are 


ascribed to Henry Lee Moore, now serving 
a life term in the Missouri penitentiary, ac- 
cording to a theory announced today by M. 
W. -McChaughry, special agent of the de- 
partment of justice, after an exhaustive 
study of the so-called ax murders. 

Henry Lee Moore went. to the penitentiary 
at Jefferson City after being found guilty of 
the murder of his mother and grandmother, 
Mrs: Mary Wilson and Mrs. George Moore, at 
Columbia, Mo., in December last year.

Lillian Russell's Answers. 

J. M: When you wash your hands do so 
thoroughly; do not dab them. into water and 
oyt again, merely grinding the dirt into them. 
Scrub them with a hand brush, hot water, and 
plenty of good soap. When you dry them do 
so thoroughly and carefully; It is from care- 
less drying that the hands become chapped. 
Never expose your hands to extremes of tem- 
perature, Neither very cold nor very hot 
water is good for them. Use warm water 
and be sure that it is soft. If you ¢annot 
get rainwater and.the tap water is hard, put 
a few drops of ammonia or a pinch of borax 
into it. This will soften it. Cheap soap 
should not be used on the hands any sooner 
than you would use it on the face. When the 
hands become chapped and red rub a good 
cold cream into them at night when retiring 
and then put on an old, loose fitting pair of 
kid or cloth gloves. This will make them soft 
and will whiten them. A good bleach is. lemon 
juice. Apply it, letting it dry on the hands, 
then put on the cold cream.
